Chapter 9.—Moving Into Caves. 


Few, if any, of the 
very earliest 
people lived in caves. 
This is prov­ 
ed by the absence of human bones in 
the lower layers 
of 
rock 
beneath 
cave floors. 
There are 
plenty 
of 
lion and bear bones in those layers, 
but human bones are missing. 
Where do you suppose 
the 
first 
people slept? 
Doubtless 
they 
crawled 
under 
bushes whenever possible and made 
little ‘nests" from grass and leaves. 
It may 
be 
that 
they 
sometimes 
stretched skins over the branches of 
trees in such a manner 
as 
to pio- 
vide a crude shelter from rain and 
snow. 
There were many caves in those 
days—why were these not used for a 
long time? 
Because bears and lions 
were living in them already. 
Men 
had no weapons 
good 
enough 
to 
drive out the beasts. 
Then the stone-pointed spear was 
Invented. 
Hunters weie able to kill 
cave-bears and cave-lions. 
They did 
so. and moved in. 
Living in caves was better than 
staying outside, but the caves were 
not ail that might have been wished. 
They were chilly. 
They were damp. 
Certain diseased bones of humau be­ 
ings have been found in caves, and 
doctors state thai the diseases were 
caused by dampness. 
Bonfires were built inside ol the 
caves from time to time. Tbeie were 
no chimneys, though, and such fires 
must nave made ll very smoky, 
ll 
was cest to keep the bonfire just ai 
the entrance to the cave. 
Besides 
making the cave a itttle less cold 
and damp, fires at the entrance kept 
away wild oeasts, tor animals of the 
forest tear flame*. 


The caves which early people used 
I were often 
very large. 
Some 
of 
them contained more space than a 
three-story house. 
They had no 
windows, 
however, 
! and were very dark. 
For 
many 
I thousands of yeais, 
people 
had no 
lamps. 
It is probable 
they 
spent 
most of their time outside. 
As night came on, we can picture 
them throwing themselves dowra 
to 
sleep just inside the cave. 
In win­ 
ter time, they threw skins 
of 
ani­ 
mals over them selves—such skins be 
ing the first “bedclothes." 
People probably took turns watch­ 
ing the fire during the night.
